PANAMA MISSION.—We this d*y lay be- 
fore our readers, the Message of the Presi¬ 
dent, to the House of Kepresentatives, accom¬ 
panied by the documents in relation to this 
important matter—the documents are volum¬ 
inous, and a great many of our citizens may 
never see them, and of those who do, a great 
many will not have time to read them. We 
therefiire recommend a patient A careful peru¬ 
sal of the President’s message, as it is a candid 
and able view of the subject, founded upon 
the contents of these documents; and as it 
was made at a time when the President knew 
some of the objections that were made to»the 
Panama Mission, he was enabled to take a 
view of those points to which the opposition 
tended. 

This message is altogether such a one as 
WS8 required of the President—it is filled with 
just views & profound remark—and although 
nothing is so well done as to escape the cen¬ 
sure and ill-natured, criticism of those who 
wear hatred, ill-will, or uncharitableness in 
their bosom, or of those who are employed to 
make such censure and criticisms, under the 
hope of reward and preferment from those 
who are seeking advancement alone by oppo¬ 
sition, yet this message will stand the test of 
the most rigid scrutiny pursued upon fair 
principles of truth, justice, strict impartiality, 
and with a single eye to the nation’s welfare. 

This question of the Panama M ssion, we 
repeat again, has been seized on by the pre¬ 
determined opponents of President Adams, 
to assail him and to lay the ground-work of 
party against him and bis administration— 
those who have laid hold of this question to 
resist his recommendation, were his predeter¬ 
mined hus, who were lying wait, watching for 
an occisiun to establish the foundation ot an 
opposition—let the thinking men of this coun. 
try then, who are not looking up for place un¬ 
der a change of administration, reflect well 
before they unite themselves to an opposition, 
that was an opposition irom the beginning, to 
the heads of administration, without knowing 
one tittle as to the course of measures they 
were to pursue. But the maxim was, the ad> 
ministration of Mr. Adams and Mr. Ulay must 
be opposed, and that opposition has been spir¬ 
itedly begun. 

FUGinVES FRO.M L.ABOUR. 

The bill relating tu ‘‘fugiliveB fiom l«- 
bour,” providing for their arrest and deliv¬ 
ery up to their owners or legally constitu¬ 
ted ageots, baa passed both branches of the 
Legislature of Pennsylvania, and awaits 
only the signature of the Governor to be 
come a law—There esn be no doubt but 
that the Governor’s signature will be given 
in “good faiib,” and the mission of Messrs. 
Chambers, Goldaborougb and Lee, may now 
be fairly pronounced a most successful one. 

It ia much to be regretted that these geo- 
tleinen could not have had an interview 
with the Legislature of Jersey, as there 
can be little doubt that a favourable ar¬ 
rangement could have been made there too. 

Whilst our citizens at large may be ex¬ 
pected to derive great advantagea from the 
arrangementa (hua made with our sister 
■tates, of Delaware and Pennsylvania, for 
the security of their property, it is a subject 
of high consolation, to see the states so ub- 
lervant of the pledges of union and confed¬ 
eracy given in the conatitution of the Fed¬ 
eral Government to each other. To legis¬ 
late upon this subject was unpleasant to 
both these states—(hey would rather not 
liave doue it, if they could .have avoided it 
•—but called on solemnly to fulfil therr 
plighted faith upon a subject that vitally 
affected the union of the states, and without 
which, thia union never would have exist¬ 
ed, they felt the obligation too deeply, they 
loved (be union of the slates too dearly to do 
any thing that ibould weaken it or look like 
bad faith—and when called on to act, they 
justly cooiidered what the local situation 
•f each re<)uired of each to do effectually, 
that which they were called upon to per 
form. It waa Ibis diflerenee of local situ¬ 
ation together with h^r own interests that j 
caused Delaware to make more extended 
proviaiona—Pennsylvania waa the asylum 
of fugitives—Delaware was not so much 
the asylum as the pass-way ot fugitives, to 
Pennsylvania and Jersey, and it waa es- 
MDtially necesaary to block up that pass-

transacting the public business in that city. 
A report from tbe Coromiasioner accompa¬ 
nies the communication from the Treasnrv 
Department, but has uot yet beeu published. 
The Secretary concludes his communication 
with tbe following statement.-.American.

bonded is $437,916. Of this amount a- 
bout $85, QUO are duties on teas which re¬ 
main in store, leaving duties unbonded, 
on tens taken away, $352,916.
